Tile 1979 Education Act drawn 
up by the previous government 
was aimed at ensuring' 7 ' an elitist, 
tightly selective, economically 
wasteful ” education programme 
favouring whiles to the detriment 
of blacks, according to a recent 
report by the Catholic Institute of 
International Relations. An institute 
survey showed that out of 100 black 
children, 25 never start school, 
only 33 who enrol complete primary 
schooling, only six proceed tu 
secondary school and only three 
complete four years of secondary 
schooling. 

The current system spends £329 
on each white pupil and a mere 
£30 on each black pupil. And of 
the small number of blacks who 
received secondary education, about 
half are either unemployed or 
employed in jobs well below their 
qualifications. Between 1969 and 
1975, some 170,000 school leavers 
found only 33,000 jobs in a country 
which boasts a wealth of agricul- 
tural land, rich reserves of minerals 
and an industrial-commercial infra- 
structure second only to South 
Africa in the continent. 

The Immediate challenge is to 
open the 1,186 mainly rural pri- 
mary schools and 43 secondary 
schools closed by the war. Govern- 
ment officials said 310,723 pupils 
are still affected bv the closures 
and 7,476 teachers have been dis- 
placed. There Is no strict time- 
table for this revival and schools

arc opening day-by-day depending 
on the extant of war damage, 
health facilities and availability of 
books, equipment and touchers. 

Many urban schools huve to run 
a double shift system and this 
“ hat seating " is likely to continue. 
The promise of free education is 
pot simply a matter of reopening 
schools but of expanding the edu- 
cation system. Dr Mutiunbuka has 
intimated that to meet the staffing 
crisis, crosh teacher training 
courses backed by In-service train- 
.ing will have to be developed. 

Adult illiteracy is qlso an urgent 
problem. It is estimated that 
between 44 and 67 per cent of 
adult black voters are function- 
ally illiterate.

Maths : teacher must try harder 


Sir. — The headline on page three 
(April 4} stated " Most ninths tea- 
chers ' undertruined ’ ", Without 
reading the report below, my 
thoughts were in immedinte agree- 
ment with the sub-edilur. 

I have taught mathematics for 26 
years in secondary technical, gram- 
mar and comprehensive schools, 
and my experience over the past 
11 years is that the headline on its 
face value is correcr. 

There is an Inadequacy today in 
young men and women leaving uni- 
versity training departments who 
ara rarely seen preparing a lesson 
ns is the' case with their more ex- 
perienced senior ’ colleagues. I 
average, at homo during term-rime, 
at least 12 hours per week in either 


murking pupils' work or preparing 
leMmn* (yes, even after 26 ycui's of 
touching f. 

In our mathematics department 
most of us teach pupils amiss the 
hoard from the non-ox amine as to 
university entrants. For the Jess 
able pupils there are no textbooks 
—even IE they were suitable for 
slow-learncrs — and therefore it is 
necessary to prepare spirit- 
duplicated work-sheets which in- 
volve hours of preparation in 
thought, planning and actual 
writing. 

About two weeks ago I witnessed 
an experienced colleague in our 
department rolling-off duplicated 
work -sheet* and enquired who was 
to benefit from his labours. He 


replied “ f am doing the work for a 

i unior member of staff who hasn't 
ten properly trained by the uni- 
versity education department on 
how to set work at a level to suit 
children in ability group (iii)''. My 
remark was '* surely no one spoon- 
fed you when you entered teaching 
more than twenty years ago ? ” 
What is the problem ? Arc 
trainee-teachers brainwashed by the 
university education departments 
nowadays to depend on total help 
from already fully work-loaded 
experienced teachers ? When will it 
dawn on the young teacher that he 
or she must start doing their own 
thinking, their own planning, their 
own preparation, which is also part 
and parcel of ineir own discipline 
as an effective teacher, and realize 


that in order in he successful, in 
line's job it is necesiuy in work 
hard and prohahly work harder 
than most in oilier jobs. 

Finally, I would add that rarely 
do we find mathematics teachers 
earning above the miserable Hough- 
ton scale 2, with the current maxi- 
mum well below Chancellor Howe's 
average weekly wage of £120 per 
week, and perhaps this Is one 
reason why young teachers . of 
mathematics hare no enthusiasm to 
do things for themselves in order 
to Rspire to a higher level in their 
chosen career.

The 
result is a series of assertions, of 
uneven interest, interspersed with 
anecdotes. 

Take violence, for example. On 
at least two occasions, Mazrtii 
boasts of hobnobbing with Id l 
Amin ; on one occasion, he claims, 
no doubt correctly, to nave pulled 
Amin back from collaborating with 
South African racists. But he 
makes no mention of having tried, 
and failed, to pull Amin back from 
the mindless, Hitlerian butchery 
of hundreds of thousands of his fel- 
low human beings, who were black 
to boot, T-hougU he does eexpialn 
that the murder of the Anglican 
bishop was a tribal, rather than 
a .religious, matter. That would 
perhaps not matter; were it not 
that in a different breath Mazrui 
asserts that global denuclearization 
can only come through nuolear 
proliferation jn Third WorW 
countries.

In a telling counter- 
point to Senghiw-'j comfor -table 
negri tude, he quotes a South Afri- 
can writer, Ezekiel Mphahlele : 
“Some day I'm going to plunder, 
rape, set tilings on fire ; I nm going 
to cut someone’s throat ; I am going 
to subvert the government ; I am 
going to organize a coup d'itat ; yes, 

I am going in oppose my nwu 
peoples ; I am going to hum down 
the rich black men who bully the 
small weak black men and destroy 
them ! 1 am going to become a 
capitalist, and woe to all those who 
cross my path or who want to be 
my servants or chauffeurs and so 
on ; I ant going to lead a breakaway 
church — there is money in It ; I 
am going to attack the black bour- 
geoisie while I cultivate a garden, 
rear dogs and parrots ; listen to jazz 
and classics, read “ culture " and so 
on. Yes, I nm also going to or- 
ganize a strike. Don’t you know 
that sometimes I kill to the rhythm 
of drums and cut the sinews of a 
baby to cure it of paralysis ? 11 

If Mphahlele is, as Mazrui claims, 
one of the least violent men he has 
ever met, then there must be some 
connexion between suoh an outpour- 
ing and the tyrannies, tortures and 
disabling internecine strife that 
cover the continent. But Mazrui 
makes no cotnment, offers no 
explanation, advances no argument. 
It Is as though, straddling East 
Africa and central America, caught 
in the one paradox he does not 
mention, that of his own lifestyle, 
he can neither accuse nor excuse. 
A pity, ns there is much to be learnt 
from such a man.

Modern Africa with it> trendy 
subtitle “change and continuity ”, 
gives the impression of being a 
series of card index notes strung 
together with little thought and le>s 
argument. Full of isolated, un- 
related, “ facts M (it might be worth 
getting the card indexes and putting 
them on microfilm), lL claims to be 
interdisciplinary, but all that means 

is that there are sections called 
“economic horizons” which contain 
sentences on anything from cholera 
to press censorship. Not only is 
there no attempt to link social and 
economic patterns, but there is little 
or no mention of commodity prices, 
wage rates, cost of living, oil 
prices, debt levels, the International 
Monetary Fund, multinational cor- 
porations or anv of the other econ- 
omic influences that shapo the 
lives of Africans today. .Moreover, 
it deals only with sub-Saharan 
Africa, which distorts all generaliza- 
tions about the relative importance 
of Islam ; and It is surely nonsense 
to pretend, as do the maps on 
pages 234 and 235, that those parts 
of contra] Africa that are not 
Muslim arc Christian. With two 
bad mispriuts before page 1, it is 
sloppily produced. 

Peasants and Proletarians by 
Robin Cohen, Peter -Gutlcind and 
Phyllis Brazier (Hutchinson £8.95 
and .£4.50) is worth buying, not 
because it provides the sort of 
answers we wqre entitled to expect, 
but .did not get, from tli-e other 
two bpoks, but because It is a use- 
ful tool.

The poorest countries are the 
least healthy. In the Third World, 
the majurity of people live on a 
knife’s edge: insufficient diet, poor 
sanitation and inadequate funds 'to 
live nn, let alone For expensive im- 
ported drugs,' rendoi- them the easy 
prey of any disease endemic a<r epi- 
demic. 

' Yet same of the benefits of Wes- 
tern medicine are not so cosily. The 
l(-*<-ons of asepsis of wounds, fil- 
l rut ion nf water, cleanliness of per- 
son and foodstuffs and basic first 
aid lequirc only a simple knowledge 
to put iitio practice and can save 
lives. The Institute of Child Health 
has produced u sterling manual for 
the use of village teachers in the 
developing countries. Properly used, 
CHKLli-lo-Child by Audrey Aarons 
and Hugh Hawes' (Macmillan £3.95 
and 95p) could turn every pupil at 
a ' village primary school into a 
health worker. 

Growing out of a conference held 
In March, 1978; at Spittle worth, the 
CniLD-to-Child-- project has spread 
in 40 countries mid has been trans- 
lated into Indonesian, Swahili, 
Hindi Spanish, Portuguese and 
French, and is -awaiting translation 
into Arnbic. The book and accom- 
panying free worksheets (available 
in French, Spanish and Arabic) de- 
tailing activities has been intro- 
duced into these countries by. a 
series of workshops iti South 
America. India and the Caribbean. 
The project is jointly sponsored by 
the Department of Child Education 
in Developing Countries at the In- 
stitute of EclUcRtion,' London, and 
the Tropical Child Health Unit at 
i the Institute of Child Health. 

What has made the project such 
■ a success ? Educating children 
about health is difficult enough in 
Europe, let alone the Sudan, you 
might “think: -Why la CHILD -to-

twip t noth bru -he* and a spoon for 
giving water to patients dehydrated 
from diarrhoea, und include such 
different skills ns map-making (a 
health map o( the school), artwork 
(safety posters) and botany (obser- 
vation of a plain denied water). 
Best of all, this sort, of preventive 
medicine is free. 

From the first Hie approach of 
CHILD-to-Child, rooting all advice 
firmly in The audience's environ- 
ment and nl) activity in the normal 
areas of school work, has borne fruit. 
Children in the Third World often 
have to take care of their younger 
brothers and sifters, so the idea 
of educating them »s health workers 
Is not all tliMt fanciful. Children 
in the Third World do not get sent 
to expensive education just to learn 
about their own everyday jives, 
either. So any hook of tfiis kind 
must niin ut being incorporated into 
the whole syllabus, nnd the editors 
have skilfully woven all their 
health messages into lesson-plans. 

The second chnpier on metho- 
dology ' “ Approaches to learning 
and teaching”, makes it clear that 
the surveys, discussions, role-plays, 
practical and written work which 
are suggested^ have value in them- 
selves for their information content 
and as a process “ to make children 
more ‘ inmiiry- minded ’ ”, If you re- 
member that a greater port of teach- 
ij’g ll } l * ie developing countries is 
done by rote the value of a text-book 
which does not lend itself to parrot- 
fashion repetition is clear. 

The chapter on "Health scouts”, 
teaching children how to avoid accL 
dents and how to give first aid, is 
structured round the idea of cam- 
1 paigns.

Mrs Mehta of course did conceive, 
and her son’s tender and vivid 
portrait of his father brings to life 
not only that marriage of the bril- 
liant “ England-returned, America- 
returned ” doctor and Hie . shy .

In 1919, when all India 
was in an uproar over the Jillian- 
wallah Bagh massacre, Mr Melita 
senior was so determined to finish 
his medical education that he 
managed to wangle a passport and 
having saved the total amount of 
his Indian college scholarship, took 
ship for England. He had no idea 
what he would find there, beyond 
a university for which he had only 
a letter or recommendation. How 
he landed on his feet, how a Hindu 
village boy with intensely strong 
emotional attachments to his family 
kept landing on his feet and setting 
his brothers, uncles and children on 
theirs, is a moving story freshly and 
economically told. 

Chief of the difficulties facing 
Daddyjl (“ji" Is a -suffix in Hindi 
which denotes respect) was the 
blindness which befell his son Ved 
at the age of four, the result of 
meningitis compounded by the 
ignorance pf other doctors. Since 
the optic nerve was totally des- 
troyed, the only hope for equipping 
his son with some of thB same 
. resourcefulness he had shown was 
to sepd him to the sort of blind 
school they had in America. .The 
first words that son remembers are 
his father’s parting “You’re a man 
now” as he banded his son In 
through the. train window. Pre- 
sumably he can remember little pf 
what it is like to see, and yet this 
little bopk is . fully, of clarity and 
bright ■ cameo pictures of a man 
creating bis life.

At this point all became clear:

The Royal Geographical Society 
was founded at a meeting of die 
Raleigh Club held at Thatched 
House, St James's Street on May 
24, 1830. The new society had six 
main aims which were later emi- 
soli doted in iho Royul Charter 
grunted by Queen Victoria as “the 
nrivnnccnient of geographical 
science" and "the improvement 
and diffusion of geographical know- 
ledge ". 

llic early years of the society 
were dominated by exploration — 
Scltomburgk in Guiana, Franklin 
and 1 the search for the north-west 
asses*?, tho crossing of the Austin- 


in Africa, Tibet and the search for 
the hidden city of Lhasa, Scott and 
Shackleton in the Antarctic, and 
the scries of attempts (with the 
Alpine Club) to climb Everest 
which; culminated In tho 1953 ascent 
led by Lord Hunt, now president of 
tho society. 

.The academic side of geography 
was never neeleciod. From tho 
beginning the society • held 


numerous meetings to discuss oil 
aspects of the science and assisted 
in establishing chairs of geography 
at Oxford and Cambridge. Today it 
works increasingly with academic 
geographers at sixth-form, under- 
graduate and graduate levels, often 
in cooperation with tho Institute of 
Dritisli Geographers and the Geo- 
graphical Association. Careers 
symposiums and sixth form lec- 
tures are held regularly. Educa- 
tional corporate membership allows 
access not only to the niup room 
(600,000 maps and 6,000 atlases; 
open to the public) but to the 
library (130,000 book* and many

A LINK IN THE CHAIN 

A. D. Cooper on the training and work of cartographers 




Cartography, the art and science of 
map making, raises the image of 
the draughtsman poring over has 
grand masterpiece and producing a 
work defining the location of some 
area of land. In reality cartography 
in more frequently a team effort, 
even in small firms. The carto- 
grapher Is a link in a communica- 
tion chain between die surveyor oc 
originator of die map, the printer 
who may print the map, and die 
map user. 

,Iti the larger map-making estab- 
lishments such as The Ordnance 
Survey or George Philip Ltd the 
cnrtognipher may only cany out 
part of the production procoss. He 
or she may scribe die coastline or 
mads on plastic coated film “ patch 
in ” place names, and prepare point- 
ing masks. 

The decision as to what should be 
included or excluded from the 
material available for the map will 
have been taken by die editor work- 
ing to a prepared specification. 

For some work, such as school 
.atlases where a variety of projec- 
tions are used, but where the shape 
’of the land remains the same. for a 
'number of maps, the craftoperson 
may receive prepared base material 
on which to fill in detail. . 

In smaller drawing offices there 
may be a much closer link between 
die originator— perhaps a lecturer 
enquiring slides- 1 » illustrate -bis 
talks, the cartographer who may 
also be -the map designer, and the 
users, who -will include - the 
originator.

To enter the TEC Ordinary Certi- 
ficate courses which are offered in 
a number of colleges of technology 
and of further education the student 
should first be employed since there 
are no full-time or college-based 
sandwich courses at thds level.

The student with A level wishing 
to enter cartography may do so by 
becoming a trainee and taking the 
Ordinary Certificate, for 1 which 
exemption from some units of the 
courso may- be- given. Indeed it is 
not unknown for graduates to follow 
this route, . Alternatively, according 
to where his or her ambitions lie 
the student' could -take one of the 
courses at a -Polytechnic or College 
of Higher Education, 

The North-East London Polytech- 
nic offers cartography linked -with 
surveying at both technician and 
degree level. The surveying is topo- 
graphic with some related .hydro- 
graphic . material end the carto- 
graphy likewise.- At Oxford the 
emphasis of the course lies in link- 
ing with the map printing industry 
and in the design of maps for illu- 
stration and atlas work. The Luton 
course, which i$ in . Geographical 
Techniques offers thematic carto- 
graphy as its core. 

Graduates from these courses 
may find themselves In a range of 
employment.

The financial rewards, not unlike 
teaching, - are such chat carto- 
graphers Are seldom poor but fewer 
are rich, and where job iatisfac- 
tron is expected to be part of the 
income. . Young men wishing to 
enter an alternative route with well-

Tke sight of dice In a Ke»gra|iliy 
claisniEnn these days hardly raise; 
ait eyebrow. This signals no 
caiiituUitian ta the gambling hall 
(though in chemistry, even a 
“Mole Bingo” game has been 
harnessed to educational use) ; it 
Is a recognition of the fact that 
we have coma a long way in a 
decade In accepting games and 
Simula Linns as legitimate activities 
within the geography curriculum. - 

Open any recent major series 
of secondary school textbooks and 
you will find such activities 
embedded within the section of 
■Thing* to Do”. Look, for instance, 
nt Hen-rap's Reformed Geographies 
or their more recent scries, Basic 
Geography: at Farlelgh Rico's 
Patterns in Geography (Longman) ; 
and at the seminal Oxford 
Geography Project (OUP) which 
has nu less than 41 games arid 
simulation* of various kinds in 
Book Three alone. A primary/ 
middle school scries, Nate Ways in 
Geography by J. P, Cole and N. J. 
Bey non led the way, at the start 
of die decade, 

These, and other examples of 
"experiential learning” have come 
to supplement strongly, if not 
replace entirely, many or die more 
traditional and expository ways of 
learning geography in the past 10 
years, They have made their way 
not merely because they - are new, 
but because their styde Is appro* 
prlate to die changed nature of the 
discipline and its classroom 
emphases, reflected through text- 
books, Itiiservice courses, and (to 
tome extent) the examination 
System. 


’ The very open-ended ness and 
i unpredictability of such sitli a linns 
i Iij.i nffurjd both charm and paten- 
I liu I on the one hand and fear and 
i danger on the other. Some teachers, 
si niggling with recalcitrant groups, 
are uiuierstjndably reluctant to put 
l heir management skills to the test 
1 in such situations, knowing that the 
' canons of silence, immobility, and 
strom ion- tn-th e-teacher will be 

necessarily breached by what is 
| intended to happen. A role-play

And yet I recall that my own 
first ai tempts at using games were 
w i til n (ill-exam ilia (ion classes in a 
secondary nindcrii school and not 
tvirlt motivated high-flyer*.

S ame.* changed the atmnspliere of 
ie class and promoted surprising 
goodwill towards learning, in stark 
contrast to some of niy other, more 
dutiful approaches; uiul they car- 
tain ly taught on understanding of 
fundamental process, and of other 
peon (o’ * point of view more effec- 
tively than merely felling die class 
about such tilings. 

At the other end of the scale, 
one sometimes finds teachors 
acknowledging the motivational 
value of games but suggesting chat, 
with bright classes, " there just 
isn’t time ”, But research has shown 
that game* are a9 capable of teach- 
ing tactual information as exposi- 
tory methods, even though that is 
not chair strongest characteristic. I

100 adults, at its most complex. The 
basic issues behind the game ( the 
problems oF making a living in an 
uncertain primary occupation, and 
the nature of development strategics 
for Third World countries) remain 
the same. 

Perhaps the greater problem wiLh 
games and simulations these days 
is not so much their use as their 
misuse. It is still possible to find 
classrooms into which a game is 
launched with naivety in a panic of 
desperate time-filling. The game is 
expected to turn geographical frogs 
into Prince Charmings without any 
preparation, debriefing, or integra- 
tion into die current syllabus of 
work. The motivational strength of 
the activity is often good enough 
to keep the class occupied for a 

J ieriod or two, but whether any 
earning takes place is very 
questionable. 

Two other misuses give rise for 
concern. One is the teacher wedded 
to running the game in an inflex- 
ible sergoant-majorish way giving 
total concentration to pernickety 
inter pretati&ns of every rule, and 
ploughing on to some predeter- 
mined end, regardless of the 
nuances of class atmosphere and - 
interest. In my experience, you 
make no prejudgments about how 
long you will p]Hy a game or simula- 
tion ; some of the most fruitful 
moments come when discussion 
about a particular issue engulfs the 
activity at an unexpected point.. 
And -also, in some cases, it Is 
possible to find a simulation going 
on with the teacher doing almost 


all the talking, and with tl Ifl 
being given very little cli ai) « 
explore or experiment with "4 
or their own. I observed a c i ? 
room recently where a 
teacher was handling tho Lisu a 
industrial location. He said (and r 
hope I detected a twinkle in hi! 
eye . . . ) Now at this point in 
the new geography, you’re supped 
to discuss why you should locate 
a factory here— Inn we’ll skin that 
bit— 1 11 tell you why— get this down 
in your notes ...” m 

Even so, I expect the geography 
of the 1980s to he more conducive 
to the use of games and simula- 
tion ism whatever the effect of 
4 back to basics ” movements. As 
research evidence builds to show 
their value (particularly in die w- 
tention of ideas over long periods), 
they will be accepted by new 
entrants to the profession a* un- 
remarkable but useful aids to learn- 
ing. Their high-profile novelty valua 
will be replaced by more realism 
and more appreciation of their coit- 
texcual needs. 

And since games were never 
wedded strongly to the positivist 
traditions of spatial analysis, there 
is reason to believe that the increas- 
ing concent about "humanistic 
geography” will find some outlet 
. through the increased use of such 
a technique. As the academic com- 
munity of geography now reflects 
a greater preoccupation with the 
way in which individuals and 
groups view the "objective” world 
from differing standpoints, there is 
added reason to emphasize the 
e m pathetic inode at the expense of 
the didactic.
